On the Fish Question. 


Why do we no t hav e mo re g o o d fish? 
It is no t because g o o d 
fish is no t caug ht o n o ur co ast, but it is because when the fish is 
taken fro m the water, it lies tnere until dead, and sho rtly there­ 
after the g all bladder breaks and the co ntents is abso rbed by the 
bo dy o f the fish, this being a pro v isio n o f nature to hasten deco m­ 
po sitio n o f the dead bo dy . 


It has been fo und that in a mackerel the g all bladder bursts 
in abo ut a half ho ur after the fish is dead; with the co d and o ther 
deep sea fish, a so mewhat lo ng er time, while it o ccurs v ery much 
so o ner in tho se fish that subsist larg ely o n shell fish. 


This co nditio n may o ften be o bserv ed in the fish that hav e been 
caug ht o n set ho o ks, whereby the fish is so ho o ked that it canno t 
clo se its mo uth. 


In such a co nditio n the fish dies nearly as ‘ quickly as tho ug h 
o ut o f the water and deco mpo sitio n beg ins, o ften befo re the fish is 
bro ug ht to land. 


Ho w then can we determine whether the fish is fit to eat be­ 
fo re it is o n the table? 


Try this; it is almo st infalible: 
If the delicate skin co v ering 
the ribs (inside) is g reen, especially that po rtio n near the liv er, 
the g all bladder bro ke befo re remo v al and the fish is no t fit to eat, 
and if the ribs are laid bare, it is po iso no us; decay has g o ne to o 
far. 


If the fish was bled and dressed as so o n as caug ht, the flesh 
will be firm, and will remain firm a lo ng time.
